The fangs ‘are long, 
curved and hollow, Jike hypo- 
dermic needles set quite close 
together in the front: of the 
upper jaw. When not in use, 
they-are folded backwards-ant 
covered with sheaths. This is 
why a rattlesnake normally 
looks as though he were- tooth- 
less.
